many thousands of laborers will be 
discharged by the railroads, which 
have abandoned new work and new ex 
tensions, owing to the 
difficulty 
o 


raising money. 


Upwards of one thousand million 


dollars of capital is involved in 
a contemplated combination of rail 
road interests, fathered by Charles S 
Mellen, president of the New York 
New Haven 
& Hartford railroad 


This colossal merger, when perfect 
ed, will be known as the Greater Penn- 
sylvania system. It will embrace prac 
tically all the railroad mileage in New 
England, together with the present 
Pennsylvania lines east and west of 
Pittsburg, with through connections to 
New Orleans and Mobile on the gulf 
The keystone of the new system will 
be the Panama canal. The main prop- 
erties to be merged are: The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, controlling the lines 
east of Pittsburg; the Pennsylvania 
company, controlling the lines west of 
Pittsburg; the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford railroad, controlling nearly 
all the mileage of New England out- 
Bide of the Boston & Maine system; 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad 
and connecting lin°s.
